Deceased was a cousin of the Gilder- 
sleeve family, and was well and fav- 
orably knewn by the steambeat com- 
panies and officers, having been for 
over thirty years the owner of the 
wharf and warehouses at Bath. He 
took an active interest in publicaffairs, 
and in the welfare of his own village 
and its school, serving on the council, 
and the board of education for many 
years. He acted as agent for various 
loan companies, and was bailiff of the 
division court of this district. He was 
of acharitable disposition, no appeal 
from the needy was left unanswered, 
help was cheerfully given. 

Mr. Finkle was married in Trinity 
church, Watertown, N. Y., on October 
26th, 1865, to Miss Elizabeth, daughter 
of the late Rev. John Morse, cf Braden- 
stroke, near Salisbury, Eng., who sur- 
vives him, and during his long illness 
ministered to his comfort night and 
day. Their only daughter died in 
infancy. 

The funeral was held in St. John’s 
church of which the deceased had been 
a life-long member and although the 
morning was one of the stormiest seen 
this winter, friends attended from 
Kingston, Newburgh, Napanee Stella 
and Emerald, besides many from the 
vicinity, showing the esteem in which 
the deceased was held.

THE WORLD OF HOMER. 
Ancient Idea of the Earth and Its Mar- 
gin of Water. 

Let us consider for one moment what 
the idea of the world was—not, indeed, 
at the earliest period of which we 
have any knowledge, but at the dawn 
of written history or of written history 
among that Indo-Germanic people 
whose descendants have overspread so 
much of the earth. The world of Ho- 
mer was a small, flat surface, in which 
civilization was hemmed in by foreign 
races, who again were surrounded by 
a great ocean or river over which no 
man had ever passed. The world of 
which Homer had any definite notion 
was Greece—a Greece which hardly 
*xtended as far as the Balkans on the 
north and which searcely included the 
Levant and the islands in the Aegean 
sea. No doubt he bad some general ac- 
quaintance with a world beyond these 
narrow limits. He knew, at any rate, 
some of the leading features of north- 
ern Africa. Ile had heard, as was only 


natural, of Egypt, whose civilization 


had made such marked advances and 
was exercising so much influence. He 
had some knowledge of the great river 
on whose recurring floods Egypt de- 
pends for her prosperity. He had even 
heard of the pygmies and of the Dthio- 
pians wh dwelt higher ug its stream. 
Some reports had reached him of 
southern Italy. But it is hopeless to 
attempt to fit the geography of Honier 
to the actual facts. If a man were to 
search today for the precise spot on 
which Captain Lemuel Gulliver was 
wrecked in the first of his famous voy- 
ages he would find that the Lilliput of 
Swift was in the heart of Australia, 
and much in the same way, to quote 
Mr. Gladstone’s language, “the key to 
the great contrast between the outer 
geography (of Homer) and the facts of 
nature lies in the belief of Homer that 
a great sea occupied the space where 
we: Know the heart of the European 
continent to lle.” 

It is another indication of the small- 
ness of Homer's world that the ten 
years’ war, of which he has given us 
the concluding episode, wns not, as 
even Herodotus has described it, one 
of the opening chapters of the great 
struggle which has endured throughout 
historic times between east and west. 
but a contest between men of common 
origin. It is not a mere poetical li- 
cense which makes Greeks and Ro- 
mans address one another in the same 
language. Yet the world of Homer, 
small as it seems to us, seemed large 
to him. Compared with the mighty 
oceans which men now traverse the 
Mediterranean {is but a little landlocked 
sea. The Mediterranean of the “Iliad” 
was only the Aegean, yet for Homer it 
had terrors which the Atlantic has not 
for us.—Sir Spencer Walpole in Con- 
temporary Review.

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Solution to Keep Hair Curled 
ETTY—The hair-curling solution is 
made thus: Gum arabic, on> 
ounce; good moist sugar, one-half 
ounce; pure hot water, three-qua-ters 
pint; alcohol, two fluid ounces; bichlo- 
ride of mercury, six grains; sal ammo- 
niac, six grains. 

The last two should be dissolved in the 
alcohol before admixture. Lastly, add 
enough water to mak. the whole meas- 
ure one pint. Perfume with cologne or 
lavender water. Moisten the hair with 
the fluid before putting it in the papers 
or curlers. 

This is too strong a solution to be ap- 
plied repeatedly, as it would surely have 
A destructive effect on the hair follicles. 
Therefore it should not be too frequent- 
ly applicd, and not at too short an in- 
terval. An occasional use, however, is 
practically harmless. 

Here is the recipe for an eye lotion: 
Boric acid, one ounce; boiling water, one 
pint. 

Put boric acid in a basin; pour water 
in and allow to quite dissolve before bot- 
tling. Then strain and use the clear so- 
lus.on. 


Obstinate Blackheads of the Skin 


F. R.—Try this method of removing 
the blackheads, which should be attend- 
ed to before considering the enlarged 
pores: Ether, two gunces; soap lini- 
ment, two ounces.

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FARM HELP SUPPLY. 


The demand for farm help this spring 
is likely to be os keen as ever. It has 
Set in already. The immigration agen- 
Ci€s are being besieged with applications 
from farmers. A few years ago the 
demand for help did not set in until 
about seeding time. The scarcity of 
suitable help has changed this, and now 
hiring begins a month or two earlier, 

The Dominion Departem§Pof Immi- 
gration has charge of distribution 
cf farm help in’ Ontarid, oullée of what 
may be done by the Salvats«n Army 
and other agencies. There are ‘75 sub- 
agents distributed through all Ut lead- 
ing towns and tities of Ontario. The 
Toronto agency, /which is in charge of 
Mr. Stewart, is\largely a forwarding 
office, from which men are sent to the 
various districts. _ This agency places 
& number of men in the vicinity of. To- 
onto. Since Jan. 15, over 300 have 
been placed on farms, chiefly from the 
Toronto unemployed. Mr. Stewart has 


£00 applications for men on hand. and 


for 50 servants. 

It is the aim of the Department to 
bring tho local agent in touch with the 
booking agents in Great Britain. Im- 
migrants are booked direct to the local 


Agent, and within easy reach of the 
forms where help is wanted. The Do- 
minion Department does not pay the 


railway fare of the immigrants, as was 
dene by the Ontario Department. A 
licket at two cents a mile is secured. 
but the immigrant has to pay this, or 
the farmer, who keeps it out of his 
Wages.

WHAT IS GOOD SEFD? 
To secure good seed. one must know 
what constitutes goudl  serd. (wood 
seed should Le clean and free from 


weed seeds, It should be fresh and dry 
und with no trace cf mould. Some 
seeds will retain their germinating 


power much longer than others, depend- 
ing w a large extent upon the condi. 
{icn of the ouler tegument, and the sus- 
ceptability of the seed to the effects of 
gasses and moisture. Some recent tests 
in France sh®w that seeds of a species 
«ef water lily- germinated after having 
luin fifty-six vear in a museum. With 
mrdinery farm grains the life of the ger 
minating power of the seed is limited 
to from two to five years. depending 
upon the condition in which the seed 
has been preserved. Dryness is essen 
tial in the preservation of seed. Other 
things being equal, the farmer should 
secure the seed for next spring's opera- 
tions from the crop of 1907. To make 
sure that the seed is all right, test it, 
Particulars fer testing have been given 
in previous issues. 

An Engiish authority gives the qua- 
lities of good seed us follows: 

Wheat.—Bright, thin skin; freedom 
from swell; plump grain; groove well 
filled in; color, red or white, according 
te variety: dryness. 

Oats.—Thin skin; plump grain: color, 
Piack or white—net known. which in- 
dicates heating at some period. 

Barley.—Thin, wrinkled skin, grain 
not shrunk, but plump, with small, 
fine ends; pale, white to light golden 
color; freedom from smell; dryness. 

Peas.—-Drvness. and full size of the 
variety: colors, white. blue. brown and 
mottled. Black peas have been sub- 
jected to wet in the fleld. or elsewhere, 
and are uséless for seed. 

This definition of what constitutes 
good seed in the four Cereals named, 
should enable any farmer to recognize 
geod seed. when he sees it. Of course 
m amount of quality in the individual 
sead will make up for weed seeds and 
other impurities in the sample. It would 
be better to use an inferior’ quality of 
Reed. that was clean. than a superior 
seed containing noxious weeds.

INSECT EATING PLANTS 


TYPES FOUND IN ABUNDANCE IN 
NORTH AMERICA, 


Some Get Indigestion and Shew Inteill- 
gence in Rejecting Inedible 
Matter. 


“The most extraordinary and wonder- 
ful of the plants found in this country,” 
says u well known botanist, “are those 
®enerally called ‘carnivorous’ or ‘insec- 
tivorous’ plants. In some of these are 
tw be found remarkably intricate traps 
which are set for the unwary insect, 
who visits them under the impression 
that he will get a sweet meal. only to 
lind cut when too late that he whe 
comes a-dining furnishes a@ food moer- 
Sel for the host in the end. 

“As early us 178 it wus discovered 
that the flytrap of North Garolina catch- 
€S insects. This now well known plant 
grows in North America from Rhode 
Island to Florida. It is a@ small herb 
With a small circle of leaves which lie 
flul on the ground, Each leaf ends in 
a nearly circular piece which is divid- 
éd by a very marked midrib. The two 
semicirculur halves have a saries of 
oe along thelr edges; these, margin 
teeth are stiff und u Jittle bent upward. 
In the centre of each half there are 
three small hairs. If you look closely 
at these hairs you will find that each 
has a jiint near the base, while ail 
over the centre of the leaf halves there 
are scattered glands which secrete fer- 
ments intended to digest any animal 
matter, 

“The really interesting point is con- 
nected With these central jointed hairs; 
they ure extremely sensitive. But, won- 
derful ta relute. when they are touch- 
ed it is not they themselves that are 
affegled, but the entuwe circular end of 
the leaf.

“Moreover, it is exceedingly difficult 
tu deceive those tentacles, They will 
bend in for the tiniest piece of useful 
substance, but a shower of heavy rain, 
grains of sand or other useless material 
will not cause any secretion, and éven 
if they do bend in a little they soon 
discover their mistake and stand out 
again. 

“Prof. Darwin fed these leaves with 
a variety of articles. and found that they 
digested pollen, seeds and grass. They 
refused, however, to try to eat chalk 
cr wood. He also poisoned them with 
acids and gave them fatal attacks of 
indigeslon caused by overfeeding on 
hits of raw meat. 

“The plant that catches the most di- 
verse lol of animals is the inconspi- 
cuous and ugly little bladderwort. In 
July and August ils yellow flowers may 
b> seen adorning many of our ponds 
and ditches. Unless it happens to be 
in flower it is difficult to see the plant 
as it is entirely submerged in the 
water. On these submerged leaves 
there are hundreds of small bladders, 
whence the common name. They are 
about the size of a pea, and the entrance 
the appearance of a tunnel] net, or €el 
pol, always open at the large end, but 
closed at the other extremity. The net 
is Simply a valve or flap, turned in 
froin the mouth of the bladder, with 
the outer edge surrounded with a dense 
mass of hairs, which impel the animal 
forward and prevent the possibility of 
retreat. 

While some creatures enter these 
Lludders eg a supposed haven of refuge 
from the pursuit of the larger forms, 
ently to find out they have jumped from 
the frying pan into the fire, others seem 
lo be attracted into this inviting retreat. 
The animals most frequently caught in 
this ingenious trap are those minute 
crustaceans known as water fleas.

Aitempt to Introduce Power Lodms 
Not a Success—Carried to Coapt 
oa Camels. 


E. L. Harris, United States Consul 
at Smyrna, has made a report on the 
manufacture of carpets in Persia and 
Asia Minor. Nearly -@ll i¢ done. by 
hand, he says,°and he dontinues: 

“The carpet industry flourishes as 
never before in both Persia and Asia 
Minor. The market value of the car 
rets may be the same in the two coun- 
tries, yel a great difference exists in 


tho way they are made. This applies 


not alone to the various shapes and 
lines, but to the grouping of forms and 
colors as well, which enables even one 
unskilled in the business to distingu- 
ish between the make of Smyrna and 
that of Tabriz. The article which is 
scld in the world's markets as the cele- 
brated Smyrna carpet is not made in 
Sinyrna; it is a product of the vilayet 
ef Aidin, of which Smyrna is the ca- 
pital, 


MANUFACTURNG CENTRES. 


“The chief places of manufacture are 
the villages of Uschak, Koule, Ghiardis, 
Makni, Melessos, Kirkagatsch, Axar, and 
Demirdji. The production of carpets in 
Asia Minor is essentially a house in- 
dustry, and the natives are exceedingly 
skillful in their handiwork. 

“The industry gives employment and 
a livelihood to thousands of needy 
people, especially women, who are 
Obliged to do the work almost entirely, 
While the men spend their Ume’in the 
coffee houses drinking strong coffee 
and smoking numberless cigarettes, all 
in true Oriental fashion. Little girls 
are compelled to take up the work 
carly, al 7 or 10 years of age at the 
latest, and they keep at it unceasingly 
until they go to their graves. 

‘Some efforts have been recently 
made to introduce the carpet factory 
sysiem into Smyrna, which has been 
attended with indifferent success. Labor 
is dearer in Smyrna than it is in the 
ccuntry districts, and the girls and wo- 
men must pay more for food and lodg- 
ing in this city than in the country vil- 
dages. Many claim that the work done 
on the looms at Smyrna is more exact 
ir measurement and’ neater in appear- 
ance, for the reason that the manufac- 
turer or merchant is able to superin- 
tend the operations at any time of the 
day. thus preventing mistakes whiclt4 
might prove fatal to some beautiful 
design. The looms set up in Smyrna 
ond operated by some sixty girls, num- 
ber twenty. On the whole, the experi- 
ment does not seem to be a success, 
and the number is not increasing. 


PRICES OF GOODS. 


“Uschak carpets are made in two 
Qlyles. They are made either of spun 
Weel or long wool, those of the former 
oosting from 98 cents to $1.63 per 
square yard, the latter $2.45 to $4.90, 
according to the design und Color ‘and 
the size of the curpet. The web and 
the wool of the Uschak carpets are 
luade of the wool of the fat-tuiled sheep. 
The men wash this wool in the rivers 
and the women comb and twist it soft- 
ly in such u way as to allow the threads 
oe different colors to lightly blend on 
the edyes in the same way as the differ- 
ent tones on a picture, 


“The market for the wools which 


have been thus spun and colored ready 


fur the carpet weavers is held every 
Thursday from dawn to sunset in the 
buzaur of Uschak, which is then filled 
With purchasers who ‘have arrived on 
buffutoes, camels, donkeys, and other 
picturesque beasts of burden. The spun 
Wools are not dyed by the weavers 
thernselves, but by special dyers.

Sahin 0 erteoe by Taealneni es 
Gpais of Criminology Told by 
Braia Expert. 


- A remarkable address on the cause 
and cure of crime was given by Dr. 
Albert Wilson, the brain specialist, 
during a private debate at the Sesame 
Club of London, England, recently. 

Dr. Wilson had promised to bring 
one of the most notorious cracksmen 
«cf the Victorian era—now 4a 
character—to explain the impulses 
which led him to crime. To the dis- 
appointment of everyone present the 
ex-burglar apparently did not care to 
face the ordeal, for he failed to attend. 
* Dr. Wilson anneunoed that in the 
course of a special study of the psy 
chology of crime he had examined more 
than 200 criminals, including murder- 
ers, pickpockets, highwaymen and burg- 
lars. 

“Of all the causes of crime,” he said, 

“nerhaps the most remarkable is that 
of ‘multiple personality. I had a strik- 
ing case in a’girl of thirteen a few. 
years ago. 

“In one personality she became @ 
simple child of two, who could not un- 
derstand words and did not know her 
own name. In another personality she 
became blind and imbecile. 

“I took her to Sir John Tweedy, the 
eye specialist, who pronounced her 
totally blind. Sir Thomas Barlow also 
declared her a hopeless imbecile, and 
said that she should be put in an asy- 
lum as soon as possible. 


MANY PERSONALITIES. 


“a curious fact was that in her blind 
personality she could draw pictures 
which she could not draw normally. 
In the third personality she was a 
criminal. Once°’while out for a walk 
she stole an orange. and when rebuk- 
e! replied in the typical phraseology 
of a criminal, ‘If you cant get an 
orange, why, nick it.’ 

“On another occasion in her crimin- 
al personality she pushed her sister in- 
tu the flre, and only the sudden arrival 
of her mether in the room prevented 
a dreadful tragedy. 

Dr. Wilson divided criminals into two 
classes — 

1) Perverts, 
(2) Inverts. 

“We have to thank our present sys- 
tem of education,” Dr. Wilson suid.

The operators in 
wach house are generally members “of 
the sume family, but there are a nuin- 
ber of girls who carn about 6 or 7 
cents a day, The Ghiardis carpets are 
generally simalier than those of Uschak. 
Very fine prayer carpets, closely woven 
and of harmonious colors, aré produced 
in imitation of the Persian carpets. The 
dimensions of these carpets average 5 
to 7 foel by 3 feet 10 inches. The weav- 
ers Of Koule und Ghiradis use woo! of 
a superior quality to that of the Uschak 
veavers for the woof, while the web 
is made of hemp. Large carpels as well 
aS prayer rugs are made in Koule, 

“In the village of Demirdji the car- 
pe? industry was for some time neg. 
lected, but ancient Oriental models hav- 
ing again come into fashion, the jn- 
dustry has improved, and the district 
now pratuces a very fine carpet. thick 
end close'y woven, soft and very strong. 
The web, like that of the Persian and 
Ghiardis article, is of cotton. 


WORTH $1,000,000 A YEAR. | 


“It is estimated that the three cen- 
{res of carpet manufacture of Ghiurdis. 
Koule and Demirdji produce more car- 
pets than the Uschak centre, Their 
prices are also-a little higher, for they 
sell ut not less than $3.26 to $4.90 the 
square yard, the superior qualities at 
froin $9.78 to $16.30 per yard, and for 
certain old carpets which have become 
very rare the prices are exorbitant. 

“The annual production of these car- 
pels is estimated at 440,484 square yards. 
worth $1,347,960, 

“The carpets are made into bales of 
280 pounds each and covered with goat 
skins. The caravans pass the night in 
the open country at the foot of some 
the drivers under tents and the 
camels and their loads in the open air. 
Very large curpets, too heavy to be 
packed, are folded and thrown across 
the backs of the camels in the form of 
u coverng, Then the carpets arrive 
in Smyrna they are spread out, beaten, 
Lreomed and reoacked in bales, weigh- 
ing SW to 600 pounds each for expor- 
tution to the various countries of the 
world.’—New York Times,

Through the 
anxious crowd which surrounded the 
pil head, the eight men hurried in the 
dense smoke, bul found themse}ves un- 
able to reach the bottom of No. 1 shaft, 
and returned, severa! being in a state 
of collapse. 


DESOLATE SCENE. 


About half-past nine a second de- 
scent was made by the rescue party, 
who succeeded this time in reaching 
the bottom of the shaft, but could hear 
no sound from the entombed miners, 
A )ittle Jater another attempt was made 
but the rescuers were driven back by 
the smoke, At half-past one in the 
morning a final effort was made with 
the saine result, Messrs. Wright and 
Owbridge being drawn out of the cage 
in a fainting condition. 

Slewly the night passed, and the 
grey ight of morning showed a deso- 
late stene—row upon row of men, with 
strained, eager faces, the muscles of 
their mouths twitching with the long 
vigil and the agony of their’ emotions. 

The men who had watted all night 
had to be held back almost by force, 
so eager were they to join in the work 
of rescue.

So that footing 
up the relief in the way of lessened 
taxation granted by the Government in 
these years it amounted to $21,873,750. 

It will thus be seen that, according 
to Mr. Foster himself, a reduction in 
the rate of taxation does lighten the 
purden of taxation. 

Next he sougbt to leave the impress- 
ion, while not definitely saying 80, 
that the rate of taxation had, in effect, 
been increased. It was doné in this 
way. Having remarked that the Li- 
berals would say they had reduced the 
rate of taxation, he put the question. 
“Has the rate of taxation been reduced 
or not? and, alter mentioning the 
average tax rate in 1896 and 1906, he 
proceeded to add the bounties to the 
customs duty and said the “percentage 
of protection” was actually more in 
in 1906, The ordinary listener would 
not recognize the significance of the 
deft substitution of “percentage of 
protection” for “precentage vf duty,” 
aud the impression intended to be con- 
veyed was that the rate of taxation 
was greater. Asa matter of fact, the 
money for the bounties is derived from 
the customs duties; for, although 
charged up toa especial. account, it is 
provided out of current revenue. 

Mr. Foster ulso criticized the Finance 
Minister for having made, out of cur- 
rent revenue, capital expenditure on 
the National Transcontinenta!, harbor 
improvements, canal construction, and 
other public works, The proper 
method of finance, he said, was to bor- 
row. In providing for them out of 
current revenue, Mr. Fielding was 
taking from the general funds of the 
country money that was needed for 
the general busineesofthe country. A 
little later, however, Mr. Foster ex- 
pressed alarm at the enormous obliga- 
tions before the Government in the 
shape of renewing loans contracted by 
the Conservatives, who, in the last 
year of their administration, had to 
borrow to liquidate deficits and of 
raisipog a now loan to fioance the 
Grand Trunk Pacific railway. He 
complained that the minister had not 
taken time by the forelock and reduced 
thecountry’sobligations, This sounds 
strange, indeed. The Minister ol 
Finance is criticized for having kept 
down the obligations of the country by 
refraining from borrowing, and cben 
he is blamed for not reducing the ob- 
ligations of the country. 

Mr. Foster’s next device was to take 
three sentences out of their context and 
try to prove that the Prime Minister 
had said, in 1903, that the cost of the 
line from Moncton to Winnipeg would 
be no more thau $13,000,000. In doing 
so, he resorted to the lowest kind of 
party tactics. Everyone had correctly 
uuderstood the Prime Minister at the 
time.

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Political honesty isa virtue that in- 
variably distinguishes the really 
serviceable statesman, and accordiny 
as the standard of public morality is 
high or low, so is it prized, Sir Wil- 
frid Laurier possesses it in an eminent 
degree, and it has won for him genera! 
esteem. But the Hon. George E, Fos- 
ter, at every turn in his career, has 
shown himself to lack it utterly. No 
more salient illustration of his want 
of it could be found than the casuisti- 
cal manner and method of his criticism 
of the budget, in which he expended 
six hours in industriously endeavoring 
to misrepresent the coudition of the 
country’s finances. Only aglance over 
his speech is needed, however, to detect 
some of the inconsistencies that stulify 
his main contentions. 

His primary object was to create the 
impression that taxation had increased 
under tho Liberals. He knew, of 
course as well as any member on the 
Government benches that the rate ol 
taxation had been substantially reduc- 
ed, but, instead of honestly admitting 
that the increased revenue was due to 
the increased volume of trade upon 
which it was Jevied, he represented the 
increased earning power of the taxes 
as being an increased burden on the 
people. His manner was as naive as 
that of a little child. He recites the 
wrowth of the revenue from 1596 uuti! 
the present time aud then dramatically 
asks the question. ‘‘Voes that mean 
that the country is paying less than it 
was in 1896?" and inthe next sentence 
he says, answering his own question, 
“No, sir, but that the country has been 
bled.” 

The revenue of Great Britain iu 1830 
before the repeal of the Corn laws, was 
$315,000,000; and, io 1860), after tue 
repeal, $865,000,000. No one will say, 
however, that the rate of taxation had 
increased. It was the trade of the 
country that had increased, and every 
tax bad a greater earning power, 


prices of commodities, and, therefore, 
a proportional amourt of the increase 
in revenue was due to the increase ip 
prices. The Government actually got 
more in duty from a given quantity 
and quality of goods than did their 
predecessors, 

This was another sample of specious 
reasoning to show that the burden oi 
taxation had been increased. But it 
can easily be controverted. Wages 
have increased far more than the prices 
of commodoties, and the burden of tax- 
ation is, therefore, very much lighter, 
because it bears a much smaller re- 
lation to the earning power of the peo 
ple. While the general trade of the 
country with foreign nations in 1897 
was $90 per head of the population, it 
was $100 in 1907; and the deposits in 
the banks grew from $30 to $106. 
Foster put the increase in the prices of 
commodities somewhere between 30 
and 50 per cent, but both thetrade and 
the savings show very much higher 
percentages, ‘here is a greater pro- 
duction per head, and, notwithstand- 
ing the growth of comforr, and even ol 
luxury, inthe homes of the people, 
there is more than double the amount 
saved per head of the population. 

Finally, Mr. Foster pointed his 
tinger, in warning, to the disparity be- 
tween imports and exports. But, in 
mentioning the fact that the two 
balanced each other in 1903, he uncon- 
sciously dropped, though he did not 
know it, on the secret of the expansion 
of ourimports. That year marked the 
sudden rise of Western Canada, Then 
came immigration in # flood.

Every mile of new railway gives fresh 
areas a marketable value and increases 
the available assets. It may be that 
there will have to be tempo:ary halts, 
and more of the national energy direct- 
ed to production to maintain the con- 
fidence of investors, so as to prove that 
their money is being profitably employ- 
ed ; but the good work will go on ua- 
til the great Westerncountry is ade- 
quately settled. 

Mr. Foster’s misgivings should, 
therefore, weigh no more with the 
public than his glaring misrepresentau- 
tions and shameless tergiversation 
The length of his speech was neither 
justified by the occasio: nor the public 
interest; and, inthe ultimate result, 
was a sheer waste of other members’ 
time, Noone will, of couree deoy the 
hon. gentleman’s fecundity ol intellect, 
but its offspring, concieved out of poli- 
tical emnity, slew one anotber as soon 
as they reached the walking stage, un- 
til only one was left to survive, name- 
ly, hisenvy of the splendid perform- 
auces of his successor. 

The striking feature of the whole of 
Mr. Foster’s speech was, as has already 
been pointed out, the luck of candor, 
and the frequency of the use of the 
‘‘double intendre.” Every educated 
mar can, of course, appreciate the skill 
of the craftsman of well turned phrases 
and the weaver of finely spun ergu- 
ments: the artifice with which the 
flaw in the web is covered up and the 
vehemence of invective whereby he di- 
verts his listeners from the gaps in his 
logic; the Ariel flight from fact into 
the impalpable realms of ficton: and 
the occasional! Blondin feats of politi- 
cal dexterity. Kut ill-directed powers 
of mind are a questionable service. 
Better the honest man of moderate 
talents than the clever man who will 
wilfully deceive, The vue does not, by 
his example, break up the heritage of 
moral and ethical. principles, which 
were wou for us by our forbears after 
centuries of strugyle, bloodshed, and 
suffering; aud the viher may, by the 
glamor of his talents, lead many astray 
aud cause to be condoned tne stealthy 
introductisn into public life of the 
wanton arts of duplicity. It is only 
in its ability to cast off such sinister 
influences that a nation shows itself 
susceptible of bealtby progress. For- 
-unately for the future of Canada, 
Lbere-is no probability that the trustees 
of that future—the eleciore of today 
—will acce»t Mr. Foster or his party

Thousand Years Old. 

Before we reached Hatfield, a few 
miles out of London, we had already | 
been impressed with the magnificence 
of this Great North road, which is 
said to have been built by a Mr. Cae- 
sar, whose headquarters were in Rome 
at the time. It is the direct route 
from London to Edinburgh and has 
been traveled for so many centuries 
that the earliest histories of England 
contain accounts of the movement of 
troops upon It.

Knud Rasmussen, whose mother was 
e2: Esquimau woman of Danish Greea- 
land, whose father was & Dane and 
sho ‘thas lived most. of his 27 years in 
his native lund. has writlen a book on 
his life for a vear in the huts of the 
Simti Sound natives, the most north- 
ern people of the world. The book has 
teen translated from Danish into Ger- 
man and is uttracling much attention 
because it hus great literary merit, and 
us the stury of a primitive people it is 
unique. 

He had rare advantages for writing 
such a narrative, because he is an edu- 
cated mun, trained as an ethnologist 
and partly of the saine blood as fhe 
tribe that opened their doors and hearts 
to him.; He went among them as 4a 
brother, they awakened his sympathy 
and affection, and their idiom differs 
so little from his own that he was one 
ce? them from the day they first saw 
him. 

Thev told him everything, and when 
he left them for Denmark he wrote the 
first book that has ever been devoted 
wholly to these natives.

A despatch from St, Louis, Mo., say3:

One must chew and chew and 
chew again every morsel of food taken 
into the mouth until it is reduced to 
in impalpable and tasteless fluid, which 
then slips down without any conscious 
act of swallowing. 


Grand results in the way of bodily 
and mental vigor are claimed for this 
System. Those who practise it are sald 
to enjoy absolute health and to pos- 
Sess greal strength and powers of en- 
durance. Mr. Fletcher himself; who is 
now nearly sixty vears_okK, is gaining 
prodigiously in muscular power and 
in the ability to endure great’ physical 
Strain, although he asserts that he is 
not in training and that he takes no 
regular and systematic exercise, 

In a series of tests scientifically ap- 
plied at the gymnasium of Yale Uni- 
versity, he recently made a record one 
hundred per cent. better than any 
previously made by trained athletes of 
half his years.

A despatch {rom London, Ont., says: 
At 6.30 o’clock on Thursday night fire 
broke out at Hobbs’ Glass Works at the 
corner of Ridout and the Grand Trunk 
tracks, &nd ¢ompletely destroyed the 
factory, resulting in a loss.estimated at 
$300,000, Eighly per cent. of the loss 
is covered by insurance, carried by a 
number of companies, The loss coa- 
Sists principally of stock. The Canada 
Furniture Co., which is part of the con- 
cern and adjoins the glass works, wa3 
damaged to the extent of about $125,000. 

The blaze originated in the elevator 
shaft and had gained such headway that 
the firemen confined their efforts to 
preventing a spread to adjoining build- 


ings. The high wind that was blowing 
at the time fanned the flames, and it 
Was feared that for a time the depart- 
ment would be inadequate to keep the 
flre to the glass works. 

When the walls fell two firemen were 
injured’ in the crash, Fireman Lew 
Ferguson was struck on the head by 4 
fulling brick, and sustained a number 
of scalp wouhds. Fireman Robert Hay- 
lock was more seriously injured, his 
leg being badly injured and back 
Sprained, and fears are entertained 
that he may be injured internally.

Remarkable Results From Vaccination 
in the Philippines. 


A despatch from Manila, Philippine 
Islands, says: The Board of Health dur- 
ing the last tavo years has carried on 
systematic compulsory vaccination 
throughout the islands, with the result 
that smallpox, once so prevalent, is al- 
most wholly eradicated. Statistics show 
that in the six provinces surrounding 
Manila, where previously deaths ran 
as high as six thousand annually, there 
was not a single death last vear. It 
is estimated that the number of deaths 
from this. cause in the archipelago. in- 
cluding the Moro provinces, have been 
reduced by ten thousand annually com- 
pared with former years, Since the 
compulsory law there have been slightly 
exceeding five million vaccinations, 
with the remarkable result that no 
deaths. no maiming and no complaints 
am due {to virus injection. The best 
previous record was in Germany, thirty- 
five deaths in less than three million 
vaccinations.
